Senator Points Out Governor 
Can't Kame Utilities Board 
In Legislative Vacation. 


NO “VACANCIES” EXIST 


* 


Confirmation by the Upper House 
Prescribed in the New Stat- 
ute as a Requisite. — 


COURT DECISIONS ARE. CITED 


Can Gov. Dunne legally appoint the mem- 
bers of the new state public utilities com- 
mission ‘while the general assembly is on 
vacation? State Senator S. A. Ettelson, 
having examined the wording of the statute 
creating this board, says be cannot. 

The. eppointments are due to be made in 
the month following Jan. 1, when the law 
becomes effective. To get the senate’s re- 
quired confirmation of the appointees, it 
will be necessary for the governor to con- 
vene the legisiature in special session. 

Senator Ettelson was asked yesterday what 
basie there is for the contention that the 
governor is powerless to select the commis- 
sioners without the consent and advice of 
the senate, as the law specifically provides. 

Mr. Ettelson finds that the governor is em- 
powered only to fill “ vacancies” on the 
board without the senate’s prompt confirme- 
tion. He finds also that frat appointments 
are not to fill * vacancies.” 


Ettelson States His Points. 
Senator Ettelson's opinion is as follows: 
The goveynor, in my judgment, cannot 

lawfully appoint the state public utilities 


special session of the legislature. Under 


article 1, section 1, his appointment of the 
public. utilities commissioners must be by 
and with the advice and consent of the senate. 
Article I., section 1, of said law is as follows: 


Section 1. Public Utilities Commins Appoint 
ment—Term,--Be it enacted by the people ‘of lili- 
0.8, represented in the general assembly: That 
there is hereby created a state public utilities com - 
mission consisting of ive members. Within thirty 
days after this act shall take effect the governor 
shall, with the advice and consent of the senate, 
appoint five persons to constitute such conim.ssion, 
two to serve until the first day of March, 1915, two 
until the first day of March, 1916, and one until 
the first day of March, 1917. On ei before the first 
days of March, 1915, 1016, and 1017, respectively. 
and thereafter as the term of any member expires. 
the governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, shall appoint one or two members of the 
commission, as the case may be, to serve for the 
term of six years from and after the ex,iration of 
the term of bis predecessor. Each commissioner 
shall hold office until hie successor shall have been 
uppointed and qualified. Not more than three mem- 
vers of said commission shal) be affiliated with the 
same political party. The governor shall from 
time to time designate the member of the commis- 
sion who shal! be its chairman. 

Every vacancy in the commission shall be filled 


for the unexp.red portion of the term by appoint- 


ment by the governor, by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate; provided that if any vacancy 
occurs during the recess of the senate the governor 
may make a temporary appointment until the next 
meeting of the senate, 

A majority of the commission shall constitute a 
quorum to transact business, but no vacancy shall 
impeir the right of the remaining commissioners to 
exercise all the powers of the commission; and 
every finding. order, or decision made by a commis. 
sioner when approved and confirmed by the com- 
mission shall be and be deemed to be the finding, 
order, or decigion of the commission. 


_ No Vacancies Exist. 

The law requires that he shall appoinnt 
by and with the consent of the senate within 
thirty days from Jan. 1 next, which latte: 
date is the time when the law goes into effect. 
Can the governor appoint on the theory that 
there is a vacancy on the ground that he 
cannot appoint within thirty days after Jan 


because the senate is not then in session. 
In other words, if the governor fails to cal. 
a special session of the legislature and t 
convene the senate, by his act of omission. 
through his failure to appoint within said 
period of thirty days by and with the consen 
of the senate, does a vacancy occur within 
the meaning of this law? What is the prope: 
construction of ‘vacancy '? The constitu- 
tion of Illinois provides, article V., sections 
10 and 11, as follows: 

10. The governor shall nominate and by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate (a ma- 
jortty of all the senaiors selected concurring by 
yeas and nays) appoint all officers whose offices are 
established by this constitution or which may be 
created by law and whose appointment or election 
is not otherwise provided for; and no such officer 
thall be appointed or elected by the general assem - 
bly. * 

* In any case of vacancy during the recess of 
the genate in any office which is not elective the 
governor shal make a temporary appointment 
until the next meeting of the senate, when he tha!) 
pominate some person to fill such office; and any 
person to nomifated who is confirmed by the sena:e 
(a majority of all the seuators elected concurring 
by yeas and nays) shall hold his office during the 
remainder of the term and until his tuccestor sha’! 
be appointed and qualified. No person after being 
rejected by the senate shall be again nominated 
for the same office ai the same seation unless at the 
request of the senate, or be appointed to the same 
office during the recess of the general assembly, 

Old Case Recalled. 

Section VIII. of article 3 of the constitu- 
tion of 1818 provided in effect that when any 
officer, the right of whose appointment wa« 
vested in the governo and senate, shou’; 
‘during the recess die. or his office by 
any means become vacant,’ that the gover- 
nor shou!d have the power to fill such vacanc: 
by a temporary appointment to expire a 
the end of the next session of the genera 
Under the constitution of 1818, « 
case arose where one Ewing was appointc:

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EUROPE TO KEEP 
HAND OFF MEXICO 


All Great Nations Accept As- 
quith Plan to Give Amer- 
ica Full Control. 


STAND PLEASES WILSON,

LONDON, Now. 12, 3 a. re 
Daily Telegraph gives prominence 
this morning to the statement that 
the policy of nonintervention by 
Great Britain in the Mexican situa- 
tion, outlined Monday night by Pre- 
mier Asquith in his speech at the 
Gaildhall, is the policy of every other 
Turopean power. 

Premier <Asquith’s address first 
made direct denial that Great Britain 
“sought to thwart America. It ex- 
plained Huerta was recognised mere- 
ly as the de facto ruler in Mexico. 

Mr. Asquith then said Great Drit- 
nim relied on the United States to pro- 
tect the interests of Europe in Mexico 
us well as those of the United States, 


STAND PLEASES WASHINGTON. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special,}— 
The encouragement which this government 
has received from Premier Asquith’s speech 
of last night on the Mexican question was 
apparent here today. It has led the admin- 
‘stration to hope for a declaration in re- 
gard to this government's policy not only 
fram Great Britain but from the other im- 
portant European governments. 

President Wilson is not putting himself in 
the attitude of seeking the cotperation of the 
Zuropean powers, but he feels that if they 
voluntarily come forward in support of the 
program of the United States a long step 
will have been taken toward a clearing or the 
situation. 

There is good reason to believe Ambassa- 
dor Page has.laid the views and plans of the 
Unite? States before the British foreign 
office in detail, and that similar steps have 
been taken with regard to the other Furo- 
pean powers having interests in Mexico, 


Program One of Waiting, 

The situation as far as Washington is eon- 
cerned is merely one of waiting to see 
whether the foreign governments are to ac- 
quiesce in the plans of the United States 
government which contemplates a flat re- 
fusel on the part of this government td recog- 
nige any of the acts of Huerta or the Mexican 
congress and a determination to insist upon 
he elimination of the dictator. 

„Ik the foreign governments lend their sup- 
port to the United States the Washington 
administration believes Huerta's retirement 
will be only @ question of a brief time. owing 


ing. 

While Premier “Asquith’s speech Went 
encouragement to the Washington officials, 
there Was no statement that the British 
government would publicly indorse the stand 
taken by the United States insisting that 
Huerta must go, and in refusing to recognize 
his acts of the congress about to convene. 

On the other hand the Asquith epeech con- 
tains a reminder that the British government 
wil} expect the Unnted States to protect Brit- 
‘sh life and property in Mexico.

HALE CONFERS WITH CARRANZA. 


Nogales, Sonora, Nov. 1L.—William Bayard 
Hale, supposed to be the personal repre- 
sentative of President Wilson, immediately 
after crossing the International line into 
Mexico tonight, went Into conference with 
Gen. Venustiano Carranza, leader of the con- 
stitutionalist forces. It was indicated that 
tonight's meeting was merely preliminary to 
formal conferences to be begun tomorrow. 


HUERTA MEETS HIS CABINET. 

Mexico City, Nov. 11.—Gen. Huerta presid- 
ed over a meeting of his cabinet tonight, but 
up to a late hour the character of the discus- 
sion could not be learned. 

At the American embassy it was said no 


message had been received from Washington 
bearing directly on the situation. Both the 


chargé d'affaires, Nelson O'Shaughnessy, 
and President Wilson's personal representa- 
tive, John Lind, ehowed anxiety. 

The run on the Bank of London and Mexico 
continued up tc closing hours in full foree, 
and in a lesser degree on 2 natlonal bank. 


AMERICANS AT T TUXPAM SAFE, 

Vera Cruz, Nov. 11 —All the Americans, 
numbering twenty-six persons, in the town 
of Tuxpam,.which is being attacked by » 
large force of rebels, were safe this after- 
noon. Two American warships, the battle- 
ship Louisiana and the gunboat Wheeling, 
are riding at anchor in the Tuxpam harbor. 
Tuxpam is 145 miles northwest of Vera Crus. 


TROOPS LEAVE FORT SHERIDAN. 
_ Chicago is without army protection. Any 
savage hordes that may be prowling around 
our northern boundary will find the city easy 
prey. The third squadron of the Fifteenth 
U. S. cavalry, stationed at Fort Sheridan for 
the past five years, departed yesterday for 
Fort Blise, a point neighborly to the Mex- 
ican border. 

The squadron, composed of troops I. K. L. 
and M. are the crack shot men of the United 
States cavalry. There are 100 sharpshooters 
and expert riflemen in the organization. Adj, 
Maj. Michael M. McNamee is in command.

PRESIDENT WILL PRESS BUTTON 
AND OPEN U. S. LAND SHOW. 


Wilson: Sends Acceptance of Offer to 
Open Coliseum Doors Next Week 
from Washington Desk. 


President Wilson consented yesterday to 
press a button on his desk and so establish a 
circuit that will formally open the United 
States Land Show in Chicago next week. 
The show will start at the Coliseum one week 
from tomorrow, the official opening to be ae- 
complished in the same way as the Gamboa 
dike at the Panama canal was purhed aside— 
by electric current from the capital. With 
the Canadian exhibit now being placed, other 
large exhibits are arriving, but the bulk of 
them will make their appearance early next 
week.

BULLET ENDS LIFE 
OF COURT CLERK 


Mystery Surrounds the Fatal 
Shooting of Frank Barta in 
West Side Saloon. 


HIS COMPANIONS HELD. 


Frank Barta, who had been clerk in the 
Maxwell street police court during the last 
six years, was carried dying out of Davis 
Bros.’ saloon, at Maxwell and Sangamon 
streets, last night and succumbed on the way 
to the county hospital. 

The shot that caused Barte’s death was 


heard by the police in the Maxwell street 


station, each of whom knew the clerk. When 
they ran into the saloon, a few yards away. 
the man was unconscious and a revolver was 
beside him. 


Woman Says It Was Euicide. 

Tillie Novak of 1543 South Forty-first court 
was running down the street in hysterics. 
She and two men who had been with Barta 
in @ private booth in the rear of the saloon 
decla ed the clerk had shot himself, but all 
three were kept at the Maxwell street sta- 
tion while Capt. Storen questioned them in 
separate and repeated examinations. . 

He said he was tired of living,"’ sald the 
girl, “and thei he put up his revolver and 
there was a shot, and that's all I remember.” 

Barta was married and lived at 2814 South 
Kedzie avenue. For some time he had been 
going with the Novak girl, who is employed 
in a department store near Twelfth and Hal- 
sted streets. It is understood he met her 
after the store closed last night. 

Frank Cermak a Witness. 

Frank Cermak, a brother of Anton Cermak, 
chief bailiff of the Municipal court, and John 
F. Kadlec of 4313 Marshall boulevard are said 
to be the two men in the case. 

Kadlec is probation officer at Maxwell 
street and Cermak one of the beilifis. Barta 
was a political follower of Anton Cermak, 
and to him he owed his position as clerk. 


PERU EARTHQUAKE KILLS 200: 
THOUSANDS LEFT HOMELESS. 
Late Dirpatches Confirm Report of 


Quake in Abancay Province and De- 
struction of City,

LIMA, Peru, Nov. 11—Late official dis- 
patches confirm the reports of a disastrous 
earthquake on Friday in Abancay province. 
The dispatches say that the city of Abancay 
was wrecked and that more than 200 persons 
were killed. Thousands of persons are home- 


less, it is reported.

Seventy-five Year Old Couple, Who 
Used to Go Walking Every Day, 
Gas Victims. 

When two days had passed without a sign 
of William and Frederica Salow taking their 
daily walke near their residence at 1058 North 
Lincoln street. Joseph Krojce, a neighbor, 
yesterday telephoned the Rawson street 
police. 

“I don’t get any answer when I rap on the 
door,“ he eaid, “ and there must be some- 
thing wrong. They're both 75 years old.“ 

Patroiman John Fetterling broke a window 
and started to crawl through, but fell back 
coughing. He broke three more and waited 
for the heavy gas to blow out. Then he found 
the aged couple lying on their bed.

Cheilee’s cure for cancer is a fake. 
The United States department of agriculture 
some time ago made an analysis of his rem- 
edy. 

“ The results of this ‘enaivels,” stated the 
report on Chamlee to the postoffice authori- 
tles, show the treatment furnished by Dr. 
Chamiee cannot by any possibility aceom- 
plish the results claimed for it iu the cure od

Victim Beneath a Headstone.

The motion was rejected by a vote of 152 
to 02. 


European Jews Dislike Verdict. 

LONDON, Nov. 11.—All the leaders of Jew- 
ish communities in London and the other 
Zuropean capitals express extreme dissatis- 
faction over the Kieff verdict because its 
ambiguity leaves the question of ritual mur- 
ders still undecided, and they are anxious as 
to its effect in encouraging Black Hundred 
agitators in Russia. 


Protest Formulated in Hungary. 

BUDAPEST, Nov. 11.—A massmeeting 
was held here tonight to protest against the 
Kieff ritual charge. The meeting was at- 
tended by Count Khuen von Hedervary, the 
former premier; Count Karolyi, and many 
other influential men. A resolution was 
adopted strongly denouncing the persistence 
of the ritual charge.

‘OVERDRAWS $4,850 
ON $150 IN BANK 


Sidney Kauders, “Financier,” 
Accused of Clever Manipu- 
lation of Checks. 


\CAPTURED ON THE COAST. 


Old Friends Made Victims After 
Having Confidence Keyed 
to High Pitch. 


Sidney Kauders, who formerly lived at 702 
East Fiftieth street and sang at Sinai temple, 
and who left Chicago two months ago, is 
coming back. 

Information to that effect came to the 
Pinkerton National Detective agency yes- 
terday, further stating that Kauders is ac- 
companied by an operative. It was not gen- 
erlly known he was in Seattle, or he might 
have returned before. 

Kauders’ error was in overdrawing his 
account at the Kenwood Trust and Savings 
bank. His deposit was $150. His overdraft 
was something like $4,850, and the persons 
holding the overdrawn checks suspected the 
overdraft was not entirely unintentional.

How Kauders Operated. 

A few days after Kauders opened his $150 
account he went to an old friend and offered 
a check for $200. The old friend with some 
misgivings cashed it and Kauders ran back 
and deposited the $200, bringing his total to 
$350 just before the old friend went around 
to the bank to allay his suspicions. 

The check was, of course, fully covered, 
and the old friend, confidence restored, went 


ing on the transaction. He was only throw- 
ing out bait. A little later the old friend 
cashed a check for a larger amount, and a 
lot of other old friends were baited in the 
same manner. They got the habit of cash- 
ing Kauders’ checks without feeling any 


i worry. 


The bait was scattered liberally around 
Chicago and Milwaukee, where Kauders, as 
agent for the New York firm of D. Lisner 
& Co., did- most of his work. 


Kauders Makes His Grand Stroke. 

Then Kauders made his grand stroke. Old 
friend No. 1, in the Milwaukee office of the 
American Express company, was the first to 
be favored. He cashed a $1,000 check. Kau- 
ders strolled into the restaurant of the 
Plankinton hotel, had lumcheon, and cashed 
a $200 ch: ck. Then he went upstairs and 
cashed another §200 check on the cashier in 
the main office. At a department store he 
obtained $1,000. 

He paused at a bank long enough to get 
$1,500 more and took a train for Chicago. 
From two iocal stores he obtained $400. 
His indebtedness to the firm, the detectives 
gay, was raised, to $1,700. Then, without 
waiting to see what would happen when the 
checks began coming into the Kenwood bank, 
or leaving his address, Kauders departed.

What the Court Found. 

Mr. Justice Lockwood, in rendering the 
opinion of the court in that case, said: 

The words, however, of this section appear so 
clear and so devoid of ambiguity that it seems a 
useless waste of time to look further than to the 
clause itself for tts true meaning. It only au- 
the governor to fill the vacancy when it 
shall occur during the recess of the general as- 
vrembly, whether that vacancy be occasioned by 
death or any other means. The vacancy must 
happen during the recess. Can it then for a mo- 
ment be pretended that the contingency had hap- 
pened, which authorized the appointment of the 
teiator? It appears to me that it would require 
@ total perversion of the language used to contend 
that it had.’ ... I therefore come to the con- 
clusion that the lieutenant governor, admitting 
him fully clothed. with all the functions of the 
governor, had not the constitutional power to fill 
the office of paymaster general.

Asa matter 
of legal interpretation, the second word

tended that the word ‘ vacancy’ should em- 
brace a newly created office unfilled by ap- 
pointment, it could have so stated in explicit 
terms.

The defendants conduct what they term 
a “mail order clothing house.“ They op- 
erate along the lines of a “suit club,“ and

Pontiac, III., Nov. 11.—[Special. ]—Attor- 
neys for Dr. James A. Marshall, on trial be- 
fore the state civil service commission for 
alleged cruelty as physician of the Pontiac 
reformatory, blew off the lid” today in 
stipulating one phase of their contention that 
politics is just under the surface of the entire 
investigation.

LEWIS WANTS HIM NAMED.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.}— 
The question of the selection of Henry M. 
Pindell of Peoria as ambassador to Russia 
is still hanging fire tonight. 

Mr. Pindell has not declined the position to 
relieve the administration of the embarrass- 
ment of naming him, as it was intimated he 
would do yesterday. On the other hand, he 
still hopes to be named and is doing all in 
his power to convince the administration he 
should be named. 9 

Senator Lewis refuses to discuss the case at 
all. He held several conferences with Secre- 
tary Bryan today, but neither he nor the sec- 
retary would discuss them. It is understood 
Senator Lewis has urged the appointment of 
Mr. Pindell on the ground that failure to 
name him now would indicate that the ad- 
ministration believed an unworthy bargain 
had been made between him and the Peoria 
8 in the matter of the ambassador- 
ship. 

Although admitting the authenticity of the 
letter when first published, Senator Lewis is 
understood to have told Secretary Bryan to- 
day it was a forgery. Both he and Mr. Pindell 
refused to show the original correspondence 
between them. 

It is on the ground that the letter is a fake 
that both Senator Lewis and Mr. Pindell hope 
for the latter’s appointment.

the government if found, to be at fault.

~ebaildings in the average neighborhoods are 


excluding children fully as much by build- 


fing flats for childless couples or for couples 
with not more than one baby. Race suicide 


4s no longer an unusual phenomenon in the 
‘tenement districts. And the landlords are 
giving this tendency every encouragement 
by building flats to suit such couples and 
by looking with disfavor upon the tenant 
who has one or more children. 

It is a striking feature of the constant 
shifting of population in Chicago and in 
other cities that the larger families are

: AGAIN TO GOV. DUNNE. 

We have been suggesting a few practical 
political thoughts to Gov. Dunne. They 
easily come out of the observation of any 
citizen who has seen and remembers any 
administration in Illinois. Here is another 
one. 

An administration is divided into two 
parts, one-half smooth sailing, one-half 
rough water. The ordinary governor of 
Illinois, having jobs to give out and being 
a new broom, goes through his first legisla- 
tive session without much trouble. Fre- 
quently he finds that some of the things 
he talked much about in the campaign have 
found place in the statute books. That is 
his good fortune. 

When his second session comes he has 
trouble on his hands. The manner in which 
he gave out the jobs at his disposal has 
made him enemies. The opposition parties 
are determined to strip him of credit. He 
seldom controls his second legisiature. i 

Gov. Dunne has had his first legislature. 
He got nothing from it. When he faces his 
second one he'll find a more difficult organ- 
ization. Enmities will have sprung up in 
his own party. Hq can count on, the other 
parties for no support at all. They will be 
interested in proving that he has been and ia 
a failure. 

Dunne bas done nothing to date. If he 
allows the chance of calling a special ses- 
sion to escape him he will have all his eggs 
in the basket of the second regular session. 
They'll be smashed. 

If he had regard only for his own political 
future he would not take such a chance 
He would call the legislature iv special ses- 
sion and use his power, while he has any, 
to obtain something for the state. If he 
fails he'll at least have the excuse that he 
tried. If he does not try the legislature 
will get him. 

It “ got” the easy going Yates. It tried, 
almost inhumanly, to get Deneen. It 
couldn’t because Deneen was tireless and 
unhesitating. It will be remembered that 
when the legislators were fairly desperate 
they tried the old, old game of starting an 
asylum investigation, and when the gover- 
nor appeared on the platform later in his 
campaign they had “victims” of asylum 
brutality in the audience to try to rush him 
off his feet. 

The legislature did not ruin him because 
he never stopped pounding it for reforms 
of which the state approved, but it will 
ruin Dunne if be hesitates and temporizes. 
If he lets two years of his administration 
pass without obtaining any of the things 
he declared essential to the well being of the 
state he'll have no success in the following 
two. They will be his lean years.

EARACHE. 
EAFNESS belongs in that group of 
conditions in which interest is so 
rapidly awakening—the conditions 
which produce inefficiency. Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell is behind 
the Volta bureau for the increase and diffu- 
sion of knowledge relating to the deaf and 
its monthly publication, the Volta Review. 

In this bureau there is a card catalogue 
relating to 4,471 marriages of deaf mutes. 
Analytical study of these shows that as to 
2,642 sufficient data are in hand to make 
the information on the card of value for 
study. Of these 2,842 marriages resulted 
in hearing offspring. In 300 some of the 
children could hear and some were deaf 
mutes. 

— 

Studies of people who become hard of 
hearing in middle life show that this condi. 
tion has a little disposition to run In families. 

We grow deaf because of infections of the 
middle ear. The infection travels to the 
middle ear from the nose. When bacteria 
and the poisons of bacteria are absorbed by 
the lining of the nose they are carried to 
the adenoid, or pharyngeal tonsil, and to the 
eustachian tonsil. 

The first of these is near the duct to the 
ear and the second is near it. For this and 
other reasons many colds end In earache. 

Certain families are more subject to colds 
than others, This is partly because of in- 
herited susceptibility and partly because of 
the habits of the family. Certain families 
are more subject to earaches as a result of 
colds than others. : 

—~ 


The customary way of treating an ear- 
ache is to pour some oil into the external 
canal. As this does no good we may say 
that the customary way of treating earache 
is to do nothing for it but to wait for nature 
to cure it. This nature does satisfactorily, 
so far as the immediate result is concerned. 
But the ear is a delicate organ. It cannot 
be slammed around promiscuously and re- 
peatedly without being harmed. 

These earaches leave a little thickening 
behind. When to this thickening the changes 
of age are added the party grows deaf. To 
absolutely lose the hearing from this cause 
is unusual. We speak of it as getting 
hard of hearing.“ As was said a while ago, 
this condition runs in families. 

Ss 

Nobody can afford to neglect earaches. 
In spite of this people will continue to pour 
in some oil or laudanum, and let it go at 
that. 

Some people can afford it better than 
others.

O those people on this side of the At- 
lantic who fondly imagine that the 
possession of a crown and the role of 
@ sovereign are the climax of good for- 
tune and happiness, it must seem ar 
tonishing that Prince William of Wied, who 
has been selected by the great powers of 
Europe as their candidate for the threne of 
Albania, should have hesitated about ac- 
cepting the scepter of that turbulent coun- 
try, and should have rendered his assumption 
the:eof conditional upon certain stipulations 
which he has put forward as a gitie qua non. 

His income and that of hi ife, a sister of 
that Prince Gunther of Schoenburg-Waiden- 
burg, who spent several months in America 
last spring, amounts to $40,000 a year—pienty 
to enable them to live in comfort at Potsdam, 
where he is serving as a Prussian officer, but 
altogether insufficient for a reigning sov- 
ereign. 

The prince therefore insists that the great 
powers shall guarantee him the payment of 
a certain amount—at least §100,00U—as civil 
list, and shall further assure him an annuity 
for his life and for that of the princess of 
$50,000 a year, in the event of circumstances 
arising that would oblige him voluntarily 
to abdicate, or if he were forcibly ousted 
from the possession of the Alballian throne. 


~~ 

There le a precedent for this demand. 
When Prince William of Denmark finally 
accepted the throne of Greece, in 1868, after 
it had been ofiered in vain to a number of 
other princes, including Edward VII. “as sailor 
brother, Alfred, Duke of Edinburgh, and 
even to the fourteenth Earl of Derby, the 
great powers were 80 anxious for a stable 
government of Greece that they guaranteed 
to make up between them $100,000, which 
should be paid Prince Wiiliam as long as he 
remained on the Hellenic throne. 

The English treasury contributed §20,000, 
France, Austria, Russia, and Prussia the 
same amount, and Prince Wiliiam, who as- 
cended the throne as King George, enjoyed 
these allowances throughout his long reign 
of Afty years, which was brought to a close 
last winter by his assassination at Saloniki.

| The fact that Prince William of Wied 
should hold out for an annuity in the event 
of hie losing the throne of Albania shows 
plainly that he does not consider his tenure 
thereof in the light of a fixture; and one can- 
not help recalling in this connection the re- 
mark made by Prince von Bismarck to King 


of Hohenszollern, he called upon him to ask 
his advice about accepting the crown of Rou- 
mania. 

„ Take it,” Bismarck replied. “ You will 
always be able to look back to the adventure 
as an interesting experience for a young 
Prussian subaitern of the guards. — 

Prince William of Wied also exacts that 
the whole of Albania shal] be evacuated by 
all foreign troops, and that there shali be 
an exact settlement and definition of the 
frontiers. 

The most promising feature of the situation 
la that the Albanians themselves are appeal- 
ing to the great powrs to come toa speedy 
conclusion of the negotiations, so that there 
may be no further delay in P:ince William of 
Wied’s assumption of the reins of their gov- 
ernment. :

Chris- 
tianity, too, has purged itself by resenting 
with scorn the shameful attack of the rabid 
Russian bigots that attempted and failed to 
place a stigma on the Jewish religion and to 
discredit a great, old, and law abiding race.

Gov, Dunne Asks Sanitary District to 
Push Condemnation Proceedings to 
Acquire Brandon Road Sites. 


Springfield, II., Nov. 11.—In a communi- 
cation to the sanitary district of Chicago 
Gov. Dunne today urged the district to push

The Pullman company 
has always been a good friend to the 
negro and more than 1,800 men who live 
in Chicago are employed as porters on its 
sleeping cars. 
A few years ago negro waiters were 
quite generally employed in local hotels 
and restaurants. Partly as the result of 
a disastrous strike they have been sup- 
planted by white help in all but two or 
three of the downtown hotels and in a 
number of large family hotels on the 
south side. There are 755 colored em- 
ployés in the service of the federal gov- 
ernment in Chicago, but the city and 
county employ only a few.

ORE than sixty colored physicians 
practice in Chicago, several of 
whom are on the staff of the Provident 
hgspital, the leading hospital for colored 
people in the United States, and at which 
no discrimination is made between white 
and colored patients. Another colored doc- 
tor is on the staff of St. Luke's. 
There are twenty-five: colored lawyers, 
some of whom have served the county, 


the state, and the nation and have a large 
practice, and eighteen dentists, one, at 
least, of whom is a leader in his profes- 
sion and practices exclusively among 
white people. 

There are four social settlements which 
are doing good work for the colored citi- 
zens. First among them was the Fred- 
erick Douglass settlement on the south 
side.

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Surgeons eren Draws 


Big Orchéstra Hall Crowd 


BT WILLIAM WHITFORD. 
(Medical Reporter.] 
HE second general meeting of the clinical 
congress of surgeons of North America 
was held in Orchestra hall last evening, 
with an unusually large audience. 
Dr. John B. Deaver of Philadelphia read 
a paper on bleeding from the stomach and said 
that blood which is vomited does not always 
mean hemorrhage from the stomach. Profuse 
and even fatal bleeding without demonstrable 
ulcer Of the stomach has been observed in a 
considerable number of cases, both at autopsy 


and at operation. Bleeding due to cancer of the 


stomach, like that of. ulcer, is not commonly 
sudden and profuse. In the early. stages it 18 
slight, even hidden in the passages from the 
intestine. It is more apt to be persistent than 
the bleeding of ulcer and tends to. become pro- 
gressively more marked, 

The bleeding from malignant. ulcer is as @ 


rule a slow seepage which gives rise to little 


systemic effect of bleeding, but reveals itself by 
the process of ‘coffee ground material which Is 
vomited. Operation may be indicated in cancer 
of the stomach when bleeding chances to be an 
early symptom ahd there is still hope of cure; 
or it may be idicated in advanced cancer when 
bleeding is so profuse and persistent as to 
shorten the period of prognosis given to cancer, 
In this case the cancer should be out out, and 
such other operation done as is indicated by 
the extent of the disease. 

— 


The diagnosis of chronic eroding ulcer must 
be clear to warrant operation in acute hemor- 
rhage from the stomach. In reviewing the lit- 
erature he finds thirty-three cases of operation 
for.acute bleeding from the stomach, excluging 
his own cases. Of this number there were eight 
deaths, but the death rate is becoming much 
less, due to increasing acouracy of recognition 
of the proper type of cases in which surgery is 
to be employed. 

In the discussion whigh followed the reading 
of this paper Dr. A. J.“ Ochener of Chicago said 
the idea which has permeated the surgical oon- 
science as a result of the possibilities of the last 
decade or two has given a feeling that when any 
serious condition arises we must get at it sur- 
gsically, but surgery should only be undertaken 
when there is the greatest possibility for recov- 
ery from hemorrhage a the stomach. 


Herbert J. Paterson, F. F. R. C. S., London, Eng- 
land, followed with a paper in which he de- 
scribed an operation for forming an artificial 
passage from the stomach to that portion of the 
gut which extends from the first portion of the 
small intestine to the distal portion, and dis- 
cussed the principles which should determine 
its use. He sald this operation is not a panacea 
for all ills of the stomach, but in suitable cases 
it gave good results. The type of operation em- 
ployed is of less importance than the manner 
in whic 
the Mayds of Rochester, Minn., have said about 
eancer of the stomach being frequently engraft- 
ed upon ulcer of that organ, he regarded the 
evidence as insufficient. His own experience 
shows that malignant degeneration of ulcers of. 
the stomach occurs in less than 8 per cent of all 
cases after the operation he had described for 


supposed simple ulcer of the stomach. Viewed 


from this standpoint, the teaching that cutting 
out a simple ulcer is necessary is not based on 
established conclusions and is contrary to clin- 
{¢éal experience,

Paterson’s paper by Dr. Carl Beck of Chicago.

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Women Say Merriam Slighted Them. 


The Woman's party has written a letter of 
protest to Ald.

United Charities Tells 
of Its Work During Year. 


HE sum of $296,995.50 was spent by the 

United Charities for the care of Chicago's 

poor during the fiscal year just closed. 

This figure is given in an advance report 

of the year’s work in a booklet entitled 
“Bome Chicago Problems.“ 

The booklet will be distributed to the volun- 
teers in the $350,000 campaign for funds which 
opened Monday at the Union League club. It 
is for the purpose of instructing the volunteers 
and the public, generally in methods of dealing 
with poverty. 

The sum was spent in giving to the poor 
groceries, fuel, clothing, employment, medical 
care, nursing service, legal aid, and other as- 
sistance in their homes and outside their — 
in the conduct of a summer hospital for ” 
poor, a camp for the treatment of tubercular 
children, a regular summer camp. a nursery 
for children, a traintng school for mothers and 
nursery maids, a laundry, a department for 
homeless men and the unemployed, a registry 


to prevent duplication of relief, country and. 


camp outings to 11,000 children other than those 
sent to the United Charities’ own camps, the 
distribution of ice to the poor in summer, fhe 
relief of Chicago victims of the Titanic dis. 
aster, vfhitors’ carfare, the conduct of nine dis- 
trict offices and general office, and the salaries 
of visitors, supervisors, and hospital attendants. 

The publication also contains a report of the 
number of families in various classes cared 
for. It shows among other figures $7.425 was 


spent on the summer outing’ department to 
gend over 12.676 poor children and sickly moth- 


ers into the country for from one to four weeks 
each, at a rate of 59 cents for each child's 


outing.

Teachers Take Powers 
from William Rothmann. 


ILLIAA ROTHMANN, president of the 
board, of trustees of the teachers’ pen. 
sion fund, presided over a meeting of 
the board yesterday at which his prin- 
cipal powers were taken away. A rule 

was passed making the committees of the 

board elective by the members. The teachers 
have a majority of the members on the board 
so that they may keep all representatives of 
the board of eduvation off committees, except- 
the president ex-officio, if they desire. 
Rothmann was the only member of the 
board of education present. The other two 
members, Peter Reinberg and C. O. Sethness, 
left Mr. Rothmann to fight out the battle 
against the six teachers alone. Mr. Rothmann 
protested in vain, however, and only one con- 
tributor voted with him. A new board will be 

‘elected today, the first under the new pension 

law. 

When the pension bill was before the legis. 
lature the Chicago Teachers’ federation made 
a strong fight against the bill, giving as one 
of the chief reasons that the bill would make 
Mr. Rothmann, who is chairman of the finance 
committee of the board of education, chairman 
of the pension board. They brought up his 
record in connection with the police pension 

board and numerous speeches were made 
against him by members of the federation. 

The committees of the pension board are 

the judiciary and finance, the annuities and 

claims, and the pension laws and rules, each 
of five members. Those voting for the adop- 
tion of the new rule were Miss Mary Vaughan, 

Mrs. Hayes, Miss Kate Starr Kellogg, Mrs.

HE little boys and girls of Holland eat raw 

carrots for luncheon. The little country 

boys and girls of New England used to 

eat scraped. raw turnip, among other 

things always to be had by browsing 
around on a farm. 

If a crisp, fresh turnip is procurable there 
is no more delicious way of eating it than this. 
If pains be taken to scrape and serve it thus 
there is no reason why it should not take the 
place of the radish appetizer. The cooler it 
the better. 

Delicious when eaten straight from the fleld, 
how unpalatable, usually, are the great, thick 
platelike slices of turnip of the New England 
boiled dinner. But, though not attractive at 
the dinner, this same turnip, duly mixed with 
other vegetables of the boiled dinner pot in a 
hash, then heated up in some of the fat from 
the top of the uot, gives a most desirable and 
noticeable flavor to the mixture, especially when 


little pieces of it get nicely browned. 
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Boiled and afterward fried! turnip is always 
good, because to caramelize it a bit adds greatly 
to its flavor in a most agreeable way. 

The only other way of cooking the turnip in 
New England is to boil and mash it. If the 
vegetable is not corky, or ‘strong, ‘or watery, 
mashed turnip is good, but too often it is neces- 


sary to mix it generously with mashed potato

on the plate in order to have it in the slightest 
degree acceptable. 

Turnip culture is now on the up grade, but 
nowhere that I have been at home have I seen 
the beautiful golden turnip, about the size of 
our small white ones, which one sees in France. 
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TURNIPS ENGLISH FASHION OR HASHED 
—Cut the raw turnip into dice of considerable 
size, boil these in fresh or slightly salted water, 
to cover at first, and then boil entirely away. 
To the tender turnip add butter, salt, and pep- 
per and serve. Turnip cooked in this way and 
served cold on a lettuce leaf is excellent. 

TURNIP STICKS—Little piles of these are 
excellent for garnishing roast beef or turkey 
with other vegetables. Cut rather thick slices 
of turnip into long, cubical blocks of the same 
width as the slice. Fry these in a little butter 
(a tablespoon will go a long way) without 
browning them. Then cover with boiling water, 
and when they are tender but not soft enough 
to break readily take from the water, drain, 
and fry in butter until brown. A little sugar 
may be added to the butter but the work has 
then to be done more carefully, for it easily 
burns and, instead of sweetening the vegetable, 
adds to any bitterness it may have. 

MASHED TURNIPS (adapted from, the 
French)—Prepare turnips in the same way as 
above, take from the water, drain (save the 
water), and mash, adding butter, a pinch of 
sugar, pepper, a tiny point of mustard, and. 
lastly, two or three tablespoons of cream. The 
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mustard will give the turnips a flavor some- 
thing like that of apricots, a flavor of which 
the French are inordinately fond. Probably 
this is why it is added, but it must be with 
great care, for any more than a bit will spoil 
the vegetable for most people. 


> 


The French call a vegetable prepared to equal 
what we call a mash (they mash through a 
sieve) a purée. 

PUREE OF TURNIP WITH CREAM—Clean 
and cut up a dozen turnips, blanch them in boll- 
ing water, and drain. Put them into a stewpan 
with a good piece of butter and let them fry 
some minutes without letting them take color. 
Then add enough white stock to cover them 
and a bouquet of parsley. Let them cook on @ 
good fire, and, when they are tender to the 
touch, drain them (the French always save the 
liquid in which such vegetables are cooked, the 
“culsson”), and take out the parsley. Press 
through a tammy, put them into a saucepan 
with a piece of butter, a pinch of sugar, some 
salt, pepper, and a point of mustard.

A little soup 
may be made of the water (butteged) in which 
the turnip sticks were cooked by adding some 
mashed potato, some left over mashed turnip, 
and then milk, or this liquid may be added to- 
a vegetable soup.

The convention 
will begin actual work tomorrow.

Gov. Cox of Ohio and Gov. Hooper of Ten- 
nessee were central figures at the afternoon 
session. Ohio's executive welcomed the dele- 
gates to Columbus and Tennessee’s governor 
reminded them that Nashville wants the next 
‘convention. President M. H. Sexton of the 
National association presided. 

Secretary Farrell’s roll call showed one or 
more delegates present from the following 
leagues: American association, Interna- 
tional, Pacific Coast, Western, Southern as- 
sociation, Texas, Central, New England. e 
York State, Three Eyes, Northwestern, 
South Atlantic, Virginia, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Southern Michigan, Central association, 
Ohio State, Illinois-Migsouri, South Caro- 
lina, Michigan State, K. I. T., Nebraska 
State, New York-New Jersey, and California 
State. 


Board Begins Long Grind. 3 
Sessions of the national board, which has 
167 cases to consider, were commenced this 


morning soen after the arrival of Chairman Far- 
rell, and it is thought the docket can be cleared 
by Thursday night. 

The annual report of Secretary John H. Farrell, 
which was read at the opening session, set forth 
that the number of players drafted during the year 
from the minor leagues by the major leagues was 
eighty-eight.

| GOOD ROADS TO BE BUILT 
Fon FARMER OR “JOY RIDER”? 


Annual Convention at St. Louis Split 
Into Factions Over Question of ‘Where 
Start Shall Be. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 11—“ Does this nation 
need roads for the joy rider or roads for the 
farmer? The discussion of this question 
at the annual conventioh of the United States 
Good Roads associatiofi, in session here to- 
day brought factionalism into the ranks of 
delegates. 

On the side advocating roads “for the 
greatest user of roads—the farmer“ were 
Senator John H. Bankhead of Alabama; 
Representative Thomas L. Rubey of Mis- 
souri, and Col. M. T. Kerr of Jackson, Miss. 

Leading the joy rider faction was Jesse 
Taylor of Jamestown, O., and editor of Better 
Roads. 

The controversy grew out of the discus- 
sion of a proposed congressionai bill asking 
an appropriation of $25,000,000 for the im- 
provement of roads throughout the country. 

“Joy rider roads are what the nation 
needs,” Taylor said. “ The plan of the con- 
vention is one of gigantic proportions. It 
is no perk barrel job for the benefit of farm- 
ers in regions. Let those farmers 
pull themselves out of the mud and make 
their own good roads. 

“The state should be relieved of the ex- 
pense of nationwide travel. If national high: 
ways are constructed by the government, 
‘the individual states will follow with addi- 
tional’ improvements and separate counties 
will follow the lead of the states“. 

Senator Bankhead, Congressman Rubey, 
and Col. Kerr urged the development of the 
country highway to the railroad station. 

The bill under discussion was drafted by 
Senator Bankhead and will-be submitted to 
‘the convention for approval before intro- 
duction in congress.
